A sure best seller and best renter, but a very mediocre book. And that 
in spite of Marquand's facility, his glibness, his adeptness in taking off people 
at their worst. He has lost his rapier thrust of wit in this novel of the gilded 
rich, almost he seems to gloat a bit over thirty room apartments on Park Avenue and 
palatial estates in Connecticut, complete down to the latest in swimming pools and 
mazes. The market that wallows in lush details of Hollywood's extravaganza will 
like this picture of the home life of a successful self-made industrialist, known 
as B.F. to his friends and family. But I don't think anyone will have either syn- 
pathy or affection for his daughter, who was unhappy but didn't quite know why, who 
resented having things made too easy for her all her life, but not enough to do with- 
out, who had a father fixation and wanted to run the men who loved her. She found it 
did not work with Bob Tasmin, who seemed "easy" but really had a whole set of mores 
of his own; and ultimately she found it didn't work with Tom Brett, the radical news- 
paper man she married. This is a story told in the cliches of today, and the style 
at times- particularly the dialogue- is right out of a blend of Variety and Yank. 
Mainly it is a story of war's dislocations, at home and abroad; but through flash- 
backs you get the background of the three main characters, Polly, Tom and Bob. And 
the only person in the book you really like is B.F. who dies almost at the start. Too 
bad- John Marquand can do such superb social comedy- and such trash.

Edmonds has written no novel since Chad Hanna.- Actually, this is scarcely a 
novel, but rather an episodic handling of the aftermath of an Indian raid on a tewn in 
New York around 1778.

There's the long trek while the group held together; the oreak as 
one man captive escaped; the division, some going one way, some another. Four min 
threads are followed to their ends, and with the treaty which gave prisoners freedom, 
most of them made their way back to white settlements.

An informed observer rather than a 
participant during these past years, Welles bases his considered judgment on knowledge 
of what had been done in the way of laying foundations for world peace, for interrela- 
tions with Great Britain, Soviet Russia, China, for a sound long-range policy of hem- 
ospheric unity. And he sees chaos today. He attributes to Franklin Roosevelt two im- 
peratives,- an international organization as first step to ultimate world government, 
for which we are not ready, and sound relations with Soviet Russia. He discusses the 
failures at the London Council of Foreign Ministers, the Moscow and Paris meetings, 
with a conviction that we, too, have failed to meet the challenge. He sees chaos in 
Germany, where- prior to the end of the war, agreement should have been reached on 
military jurisdiction, permanent decentralization (if a centralized form is accepted, 
he feels the U.S. will have fallen into a trap of its own making), reparations, an 
industrial and economic overall policy. He discusses, too, the failure to arrive at 
any peace treaties, the impossibility of reconstruction in Europe, of raising the 
general standards of living, of consumating population transfers, until such matters 
as boundaries, (Trieste- the Ruhr- the Saar, etc.), waterways, trade agreements, and 
so on be settled. He.discusses relative situations in Poland, Yugoslavia, the Bal- 
kans, Greece, Norway, Belgium, the Netherlands, France, the Balkans. He points out 
the alternatives-, an economic federation in the Balkans, or the danger of a politi- 
cal and economic federation of Southern Germany, Austria and Balkans. An important 
part of the book deals with the South American situation, on which he is probably bet- 
ter informed than any other person. He sees the American system in jeopardy after two 
and a half years of deterioration- betrayal- missteps. He analyzes the Argentinian 
picture, is critical of Braden's position with regard to Brazil, Uruguay and the 
Argentine. He feels that our State Department so-called “housecleaning and streamlin- 
ing" have produced confusion worse confounded, and that Congress, in this instance, 
has been more alert and objective than those elements in the State Department that 
should take the responsibility of initiating sound policy.... He turns next to the 
Near East and the Far East. He sees in the Near East a clash of imperial aspirations 
between Great Britain and the Soviet; in the Far East between the Soviet and the U.S.A. 
He weighs the pros and cons of the powder box situation in Turkey, in Palestine, in 
Iran, and feels that political considerations are outweighing economic and human. He 
makes clear Roosevelt's undeviating policy of a Jewish Commonwealth. In Asia he feels 
we have failed to establish in time principles and mechanism for future self govern- 
ment of colonial peoples, hence the confusion in Korea, Siam, Indo-China, the Nether- 
land Bast Indies, India. He feels we have misinterpreted the: situation in China dis- 
astrously- and thrown China back into Civil War we might have spared them. He feels 
that MecArthur has been efficient and effective, but superficial, and that once con- 
trols are relaxed the Japanese will slough off all that has been imposed.... Finally, 
in summary, he charges the United States with throwing away her assets in internation- 
alism, losing the moral leadership that was hers, andesacrificing the keystone of 
sound relations with the Soviet on short-sighted considerations of immediate interest. 
The handling- or mishandling- of the atomic bomb has been somewhat responsible; the 
failures in Spain and Germany- all challenge us to immediate reassessment of our poli- 
cy. Time is on the side of world peace- but what are we doing with the time?....

based their superb report on China's years of crisis on concentrated study and intimate 
knowledge. JI wish I could say something to make everyone with pretense to interest and 
concern in the future of Asia feel that here is one book that must be read. It is not 
going to make us feel complacent about our role in Asia - quite the contrary. But it is 
going to make us read each bit of news coming out of China with more understanding, more 
awareness of how and why and where the news is loaded. One finishes this book with a 
firm conviction that this is China, with all its potential greatness, its potential and 
abysmal failures - the steps by which it has reached this tragic deadlock, a deadlock 
which has made Asia a battlefield between Soviet Russia and the U.S.A., a situation for 
which we are responsible. The authors have analyzed- and made it exciting reading- the 
factors that contribute to the China of today, the peasant, the bureaucracy grown fat 

on graft and patronage, the Kuomintang, the Communist Party, the Army, the successive 
phases of war, from Civil War, interrupted by the truce during the Japanese war, launched 
again by Chiang's failure to accept the challenge of statesmanship, and now Civil War to 
the death, with bitterness and suspicion grown on both sides. They discuss the Hurley 
mission, following the recall of Stilwell, to whom they give credit for the most far- 
sighted policy that has been offered China. They discuss the impossible task imposed on 
Marshall, whose greatness is unimpaired despite the collapse of the truce, as soon as his 
back was turned. They discuss the potentials of the future China if once the middle 
road is hewed to. An informed book which- while not pulling any punches nor concealing 
their weighed judgment is at no time a biased, propaganda laden thesis for one side or 
the other.

’ I don't know of any book that has been launched with quite the history of 


this brilliant piece of journalism. First, it made history by the New Yorker devoting 
its entire edition to the article. Next, it was syndicated by the Herald-Tribune. And 
then it appears (as of the above date) in book form. Hailed by press and public as 

"the best reporting ofthis war", in its clean, classic restraint, its simplicity, its 
severity by implication, this is an artistic achievement as well as a threat to this 
still unsettled world. Here is the story of six of the survivors at Hiroshima, where 

a hundred thousand people were killed by the atomic bomb:- Miss Sasaki, a clerk; Dr. 
Fujii, a physician; Mrs. Nakamura, a tailor's widow; Father Kleinsorge, a German Jesuit; 
Dr. Sasaki, a young Red Cross doctor; the Reverend Tanimoto, a pastor.... six who "svill 
wonder why they lived when so many others died"... who now know that "in the act of sur- 
vival they lived a dozen lives and saw more death than he ever thought to see".

This is a definite contribution to the source material on our early history, 
for relatively little has been published on the Adams, father and son. Here, in a judi- 
cious selection from letters, diaries, and contemporary writings, as well as their 
longer published works, we have a chronicle of two lives in their own words. Young John 
started his political career by going with his father-at the age of ten- to France. The 
editors have supplied a backurop on the Adams' careers and their contribution to the na- 
tion they helped to make. Neither one has the warmth of personality nor the drama of a 
Washington, a Jefferson, a Jackson.

And 
it is a very good book, a book that goes back into a boyhood on the Dakotah prairies, a 
youth aligning itself with the revolutionary elements in one of America's mid western 
universities, denying the possibility of America being involved in another war, accus- 
ing their elders with the failure to which they were heir. Then a young manhood in the 
field of journalism, again learning the ways of disillusion and a certain kind of cyni- 
cism There is however .. ne of the bitterness, the vituperative pessimism of A Genera- 
tion of Vipers. There is vather the healthy protest of an alert younger America. With 
the war, there was no pac.i.ism, but an alertness to what it meant in terms of our own 
world- a relief once we were meshed into the struggle to make democracy safe for the 
world. From that point on, the book is a highly personal record of the experiences of 
a CBS commentator, abroad- and occasionally at home. France, England, China, Italy, 
North Africa, Burma, always eager to get over to the people at home those basic events 
that explained the issues involved. It is a perceptive and an aware book- at times an 
angry book- but a book that recognizes that the war is not over- that our "enemy now 
was fear- andthe stake life." That what men long for is not peace but life in dignity, 
and for that they will fight. That the struggle of ideas has begun again- and that if 
America was to tip the world towards democracy, America would have to start work with- 
in her own boundaries. 





Mirsky, Jeanette THE WESTWARD CROSSINGS Knopf 
$4.00 
A book for scholars of the American scene. The average layman will find 

it difficult reading, in spite of the glamour of the names,- Balboa, Mackenzie, Lewis’ 
and Clark- with which the content is chiefly concerned. The author has tapped prim- 
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ary sources,- for the Balboa section, Peter Martyr, an indefatigable letter writer 
living at the same time, has been her chief source. Much of this material- though 
relatively familiar to those who have read extensively of the Conquistadores- will 
throw light on contemporary attitudes towards procedures that seem to modern minds, 
uncivilized and primitive. There is, woven into the Balboa story, a great deal about 
other early Spanish explorers and settlers, Encisco, Nicuese, La Casas, De Vaca, and 
others.... The second section deals with the man who took Montreal's frontier to the 
Pacific, virtually at a leap, Alexander Mackenzie. This I found the most interesting- 
because the least hackneyed- part of the book. Peter Pond and the Pedlars, who had 
done the trail blazing on the project, have been very little presented in our histo- 
ries. And the achievements of Mackenzie are of heroic stature.... California offered 
ground for conflicting ambitions,- Russia, Spain, Great Britain, and the Bering ex- 
pedition and its aftermath, the Ledyard story, are both given as background for the 
final section on Lewis and Clark. Again primary sources, their own journals, etc. are 
used. Unfortunately, the author has a tendency to embroider the lily- her style is 
lush and overladen, and- to my thinking- hurts the values of her skillful use of her 
sources.

tion, she offsets much which may seem contradictory by western standards, coordinates 
their military, political, family patterns.

The creator of Theosophy and author of its 
handbook, Helena was to survive many dangerous moments, - a bigamous marriage, flare-ups 
and fiascos. She made the journey to India where she continued her pyrotechnical dis- 
play of phenomena. Her career ended with recrimination and blackmail in her retinue, 
culminating in a sharp collapse after a report by the Society for Psychical Research. 
Bloody but unbowed she crossed to Europe, and made a comeback in time to die in a blaze 
of glory, her mantle passing on to Annie Besant. An intriguing, appalling, curious 
career- the author while at no time deceived, has written an unflaggingly entertaining 
epitaph. One wonders how the special market for psychic matters will like it. We 
found it good reading, presupposing an objective interest.

It 
starts with an analysis of the political set-up at the Chicago Convention, which, half- 
heartedly, nominated Lincoln, and a look at the political and personal backgrounds of 
the men angling for positions in the government. The author then traces the successive 
political crises and actions of the Lincoln administration, with emphasis on the men of 
the war cabinet. A highly specialized piece of Lincolniana- forthe long haul.

de Palencia, Isabel ALEXANDhA KOLLONTAY rsor, oa ‘7* fongmans, Green 
$3.50 — 
The author of Smouldering Freedom (and other books on Spain) writes a 
colorful and interesting biography of a truly amazing Russian woman, Alexandra Kollon- 
tay, ardent Marxian Communist, feminist, novelist, official in Lenin's government, one 
time Soviet minister to Norway, Mexico and Sweden. Drawing largely from Kollontay's 
own memoirs and her own contacts with her, the author tells a warm personal story, in 
narrative style, with personal episodes and colorful individuals to enliven the tell- 
ing. Not only is this entertaining biography, but it throws considerable light on 
Soviet diplomacy and policies at home, on the efforts of those sincere liberals who 
looked on the Revolution and Communism as the solution for bettering the lot of the 
common people. This might prove a good antidote to anti-Russian literature, and pro- 
vide good reading for many Americans. 


A REISSUE - 


Ziff, William B. THE RAPE OF PALESTINE Argus Books 
$1.00 
Originally published by Longmans in 1938, this book is dynamite today and 
well deserves reissue, in slightly abridged form. As a carefully annotated factual 
account drawn from British records, it is damning evidence of a power conspiracy in 
which Palestine is a pawn. The text traces the stratagems by which Jewish immigration 
was to have been halted- shows how empty are the claims charging Arab retaliation (un- 
til fed by British action). He discusses the White Paper, the various commissions, 
the open British terror which inevitably breeds counterviolence. It is a frightful 
indictment,a recitation of bloodshed, corruption, conspiracy. In an epilogue (not in 
original text) he discusses the Jewish contribution to the war- and brings evidence to 
bear to enforce his claim that British anti-Semitism in official quarters supporting 
mob action is (implicitly) responsible for much of the tragedy today. Sensational.

For the third successive year Dr. Butler has compiled an anthology of best 
sermons, between Easter, 1944, and September, 1945. He includes 52 sermons representa- 
tive of all denominations and faiths, most of them from American pulpits, and four other 
nations are represented. The list of the preachers includes most of the best known 
clergymen: Buttrick, Norwood, Oxnam, Sperry, Niebuhr, Hough, Sherer, Horton, Gilkey, 
Weatherhead, Fosdick, Sockman, and Sizoo among the Protestants; Spellman, Shein, Burke, 
Lucey among the Catholics; and Finkelstein, Bettan, and Goldman from among the Jewish 
rabbis. Alse included are some who are little known, but their preaching measures up 
to the high standard of the great pulpiteers. The volume will be of interest to preach- 
ers as giving examples of the pulpit art at its contemporaneous best, indicating what 
the pulpit has been saying to the church-going people of America during these times.

* This is truly an extraordinary book. It is with amazingly beautiful writing 
that this Swiss pastor describes his imprisonment in Lyons by the Gestapo, for aiding 
the French resistance movement. Pastor de Pury makes his reader share that six-by-nine- 
foot cell, and stand by his side as he fights out the battle of hope vs. despair. Every 
stark and dreadful detail is made to stand out,- the bugs, the silence, the uncertainity, 
the slow drag of time, the meaning of the glimpse of a bit of blue sky and another human 
face at the fifteen-minute “exercise period" in the courtyard, the suspense when a 
fellow prisoner attempted to escape (and succeeded as he later learned), the unbeliev- 
able joy of his sudden release in an exchange of prisoners, and his feeling when first 
he could breath free air in Switzerland and see his loved ones again. Being a pastor, 
the author naturally turned to religion for comfort and strength, and the fact that he 
had a Bible and a pencil no doubt saved his sanity. Pastor de Pury's religious in- 
sights are keen; his interpretations of his experience are subtle, never sentimental. 
Here is Protestant Christianity at its best dealing with human degradation at its worst. 
This is a book which, if properly promoted, might be a best seller. Double sell in 
non-fiction department. ( Publ.) 


Herman, Stewart W. THE REBIRTE OF THE GERMAN CHURCH Harper

* A "Must" book for all interests in the state of religion in Europe, particu- 
larly for those concerned in the post-war problems of Europe and Germany in particular. 
The author was rector of the American Church in Berlin during the Nazi regime; he is 
now on the staff of the World Council of Churches, with particular responsibility for 
Germany. The book spans the Nazi regime, the war and the post-war period, reviewing 
the struggle against Hitler on the part of the church, and indicating more resistance 
than we realized. He describes in considerable detail the way the church forces are 
drawing together to face the future under the leadership of such men as Wurm and Nie- 
moller. The attempt of the church to purify itself of Nazi elements and the relation- 
ship to the policies of the A.M.G are discussed, and stress is put on the effects of 
the mass evacuations of Germans from the East. Despite too great detail on such sub- 
jects as church conferences, the author's conclusion emerges clearly:- the German church 
is being reborn in an atmosphere of such uncertainty as to Germany's future that it is 
questionable whether it will live to be a vital power in Europe. He urges that Germany 
must survive as a political and economic unit. Statesmen are deadlocked as to ways and 
means of achieving this while preventing rise of another military power. Dr. Herman's 
book will widen understanding of the total picture. (Publ.) — 
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Schloerb, Rolland Wi. THE PREACHING MINISTRY TODAY Harper

The expressed aim of the author is "to restate and re-examine the functions of 
preaching in our time." The several chapters identify some of the goals that a preacher 
can have in mind as he prepares and delivers a sermon, as follows: the proclamation of 
news, the communication of insight, a summons to action, and a pastoral function. The 
basis of the book is a series of lectures given at the Union Seminary Summer School for 
ministers.

There are selections from John Henry Newman, Alice Meynell, Agnes Repplier, Hilaire

Man becomes co- 
worker with the Creator; the collective conscience will demand and secure world peace. 
This is not simple reading, but engrossing to the average intelligence willing to plough

* In the middle of the nineteenth century leaders of European culture belisved 
that the Roman Catholic Church was sick unto death. In Frence, particularly, Renan, 
Victor Hugo and Voltaire were rehearsing the funeral orations to be declaimed over the 
corpse of the church. But at that very time the quiet, self-effacing ministry of a 
simple priest in prison and hospital was laying the foundation for a new religious con- 
gregation. Father Gailhec was one who felt called to minister to the sick, and to the 
outcast, to the women and children whom the world abandoned. Supported by some wealthy 
friends for whose conversion he was responsible, he was able at last, after many trials 
and persecutions, to establish the Religion of the Sacred Heart of Mary. This story of 
his life, based on a translation fromthe French, reveals the Catholic Church at its best, 
meeting the needs of the lowliest and the lost. It is the sort of story that could be 
told again and again, not only of Catholic priests, but of Protestant ministers and 
missionsries,end Jewish rabbis. (10/7) 


Woodgate, MoV. THE ABBE EDGEWORTH | Longmans, Green

A fascinating account of the experiences of a little known Roman Catholic priest, 
which despite the poor writing, sives interesting sidelights on the period of the French 
Revolution and a vigorous portrait of the man himself. Born to a tradition of Irish 
Protestantism, Henry Sssex Edgeworth flouted family tradition to become a convert and 
abandoned his homeland for self-imposed exile in France. After service in the slums of 
Paris, he became confessor to Madame Elizabeth, sister of Louis XVI, and at the time of 
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the imprisonment of the royal family, Abbe Edgeworth became their spiritual advisor. In 
that capacity he accompanied Louis to the guillotine. Later he shared the miserable ox- 
ile to Germany of Louis XVIII, during Napoleon's ascendancy, but did not live to see him 
restored to the throne. His uncritical devotion to the Bourbon family was the great 
passion of his life. (Publ.)

Gifford, William Alva THE STORY OF THE FAITH Macmillan 
is $5.00 
Professor Gifford of McGill University has given his book the sub-title "An 
Impressionistic Sketch of Christian History for the Undogmatic." This sounds like a 
slight and superficial review of Christian history. On the contrary, this is a bulky 
volume; and while this is not a scholar's history, it is comprehensive. The history 
of the Christian faith is outlined step by step beginning with Judaism, and continuing 
through the life of Jesus, the history of the early church, the development of the Church 
of Rome, century by century; the Reformation and its aftermath of religious revolution, 
the effect of modern philosophy and science, and the challenge of Communism and Nazism. 
It is a well-written, consistent and comprehensive history of the church. The author is 
an out-and-out liberal Protestant and his point of view is reflected throughout. At the 
end the author rejects Catholicism and fundamentalism as vital factors in the future of 
Christian faith. Though the volume will elicit sharp disagreement at many points and 
from different sources, it is thought-provoking and interesting. (Publ.) 


Hazelton, Roger THE GOD WE WORSHIP Macmillan

The author notes a perfunctory quality in the services of liberal Protestant 
churches. Worshippers are going through a form, adhering to an established pattern. Save 
in the emotional sects, he notes a lack of vitality and genuineness, a "liberal complac~ 
encye" Professor Hazelton of Andover Newton Theological Seminary, a liberal school, 
attributes this condition to a lack of strong and sure convictions about the God whom we 
worship, his reality, availability and responsiveness. Here is another liberal theolog- 
ian emphasizing the importance of theology and repudiating the idea that Christianity is 
a way of life and nothing more. This is primarily a book for liberal Protestants, es- 
pecially clergymen. (10/22) 


Schwartz, Charles & Bertie G. FAITH THROUGH REASON Me.cmillan

A useful book- belatedly reported. Sorry. Correctly subtitled 4 Yodern 
interpretation of Judaism,: this will provide Jews and Christians with a simple outline of 
what Judaism stands for. Theological, technical and scholarly language and arguments are 
avoided and the result is a simple exposition of Judaism from a lay viewpoint. Many of 
their co-religionists would disagree, and scholars will dispute their statements on doc- 
trinal questions. But in the main, this is a fair, objective and accurate exposition of 
the beliefs, and an outline of the laws of the Torah and the Talmud, their origin and 
value. The chapter on relationships with Christians is constructive and helpful. ( Publ.)
